Cancer Crusade Underway 

A call to join forces against mankind's crudest enemy is 
being sounded throughout Alberta this week as the Canadian 
Cancer Society’s annual education and fund-raising Crusade 
gets underway. The month-fong drive has an objective of 
3300,000 with which t%e society will carry on its three-fold 
program of research, education and welfare. 

The provision of funds to carry on scientific research into 
the causes of, and cures for this dread disease is the society’s 
main function. The society itself does not owjft nor operate 
laboratories. From the funds raised during the Cancer Crusade, 
grants are made to the National Cancer Institute of Canada, 
which is the professional body charged with the responsibility 
of conducting and co-ordinating cancer research through out 
Canada. Last year the Institute sponsored six basic research 
projects at the University of Alberta. 

The centre of cancer research in Alberta is the Dr. John 
S. McEachern Cancer Research Laboratory located In Edmon¬ 
ton. Last year 41 projects were underway, involving equipment 
and techniques as modern as the ‘atomic age’ itself. The 
society contributed $22,000 towards the maintenance costs of 
this laboratory. Advances although seeminly slow are being 
made. An all-out research attack is going on against cancer — 
it is now a matter of time. 

While research will ultimately provide the answer — a 
cure for cancer — lives are being saved today by the society’s 
public education program. People arc going to their doctors for 
prompt treatment. Statisticians estimate that 8,000 fellow Cana¬ 
dians were saved from the disease Inst year; but the sad fact 
Is another 8,00 might have been saved if they had seen their 
doctors in time. Officials of the society point out that the best 
form of cancer insurance is a knowledge of the ’seven danger 
signals' which may mean cancer: and a thorough health* ex¬ 
amination once a year. This message of hope is circulated by 
radio and television announcements, film showings, public 
meetings, pamphlets and exhibits at country fairs. 

Welfare services to the cancer patient are designed to save 
lives and relieve or minimize suffering caused by the disease. 
These services maf take the form of free cancer dressings, 
transportation to cancer clinics and treatment centres, house¬ 
keeper service and drugs and medication. 

Whithout funds no attack could continue against this killer. 
Last year, through the generosity of Albertans over $289,000 
was raised. This year the need *s even greater te provide money 
for research: to save lives through public education; and to 
relieve the sufferings of a cancer patient. During April, which 
is Cancer Control Month everyone has the opportunity of fight¬ 
ing back at cancer with a check-up and a cheque. 


Saturation Point 


Every year the teachers are advised by the 
Alberta teachers’ association to ask the school boards 
for more money, regardless of the good deal they were 
given the year before. 

However, there is a saturation point in this mat¬ 
ter and it is decided by economics alone. 

. . . the saturation point will be fixed by the rate¬ 
payers themselves, especially in areas which have the 
<yjunty system, where the boards have direct control 
<nF school expenditures, sonfething which the town of 
Stettler has never had. The saturation point will de¬ 
pend on what the ratepayers have after a couple of 
poor years, and, in that event, the county will nego¬ 
tiate for a reduction in salaries on the same principle 
on which the teachers negotiate for yearly increases.

Al^ Alberta 
residents are exposed to similar ads in any of a num¬ 
ber of national magazines that stream into the pro¬ 
vince, and the government makes no attempt to cen¬ 
sor them because it can’t. 

The government imperiously says that liquor ad¬ 
vertising is not good for the residents of this province, 
and therefore' it won’t be allowed. As with all imposed 
censorship it can’t be enforced, so it should be 
abolished. 

At least the decree speaks well for the faith of 
the provincial government in the value of Alberta 
newspaper advertising! —Lacombe Globe

Commercial Mustard 

Growing commercial mustard be¬ 
gan in southern Alberta about 25 
years ago, and in the last decade 
it has become an important dry 
land crop. Previous to 1956 
Alberta’s mustard acreage varied 
from 3(1,000 to 60,000 acres but last 
season Alberta farmers seeded an 
all-time record of 138,000 acreas. 
This arose chiefly from an increas¬ 
ed demand in Japan for . Alberta 
mustard. 

The Yellow variety of mustard 
has been in much greater demand 
than Brown or Oriental, but be¬ 
cause of requests from Japan last 
season for the Oriental variety, it 
was sown on two thirds of the 
total aceragc. Last season con¬ 
tracting companies paid five cents 
per pound for Yellow and three 
cents for Brown and Oriental. 

The Lethbridge Experimental 
Farm, Alta., conducted variety 
tests last season on three varieties 


om mustard on both dry and ir¬ 
rigated land at the farm and at 
Taber and Medicine Hat. Two 
varieties of rape, namely Golden 
and Black Argentine, were includ¬ 
ed for comparison. The average 
yields for the four tests were: 
Oriental 1484 pounds per acre; 
Brown 1079 pounds per acres; Yel¬ 
low 1147 pounds per acre; Golden 
875 pounds per acre; Black Argen- 
tin 691 pounds per acre. 

The prtduction and marketing of 
mustard is a specialized business. 
A very high proportion of the crop 
is marketed in foreign countries, 
and the number of buyers Is quite 
limited. For this reason almost ail 
ol Alberta’s mustard is grown un¬ 
der contract, chiefly with two com¬ 
panies in Lethbridge and a few in 
Northern Montana. The total acre? 
age contracted is based on what 
the fall market is likely to absorb. 
When abnormally high yields are 
obtained a mustard surplus can 
result in a reduced acreage the 
following year.
